Using special employe 

Romulus considers plan 


; 


for fair share of money

Romulus city officials apparently 
don't feel the city gets a fair share of 
federal g'ant money each year, and 
have taken steps to remedy the 
problem. 

The city council last week reacted 
favorably to a proposal by Mayor Terry 
L. Troutt to hire a person solely 
responsible for obtaining as many 
federal grant dollars as possible. 

The employe, who would probably 
have the title of federal programs 
coordinator, would concentrate his 
efforts on bringing to Romulus a share 
of funds allocated to the states for 
various recreation, sewer and building 
programs. Troutt insists the current 
lack of such a federal programs 


coordinator causes the city to lose out 
on thousands of grant dollars annually. 

“I DON’T think Romulus is getting 
anywhere near its proper share of 
federal grant money,” he said. ‘‘If you 
don't know how toapply for its property 
you won’t get your share.” 

He said John Chihan. city industrial 
coordinator, presently handles the task 
of applying for federal money, but is so 
busy with other duties that he cannot 
devote enough time to it 

“You have to have someone working 
on it fulltime who knows all the 
avenues,” Troutt asserted “Romulus 
has never had a person delegated for 
that. 

“On Jan. 1, $2.5 million in federal 
money will become available to cities 
and if we don't have someone to apply 


for it we won’t get our share,” he ad- 
ded. 

TROUTT continued by saying that 
Taylor has three such persons assigned 
to obtain federal dollars, Westland has 
one, “and the little town of Centerline 
even has a man.” 

Co unci Iw oman Joan Lee reported 
that Taylor’s efforts to obtain federal 
dollars by employing a full-time person 
have paid off substantially. 

The mayor said the aty needs more 
federal assistance to establish more 
parks, storm drainage and road 
programs. ‘‘We have a mixed com- 
munity and it is the type that would 
qualify for much of the money,” he 
continued. 

Troutt said the only federal grant 
money the 4-year-old city has received 
was $69,000 two years ago. which was 


channeled into the development of 
Johnson Park. 

THE MAYOR is scheduled to present 
to the city council tonight a proposed 
budget for the new employe, which he 
said would likely be between $30,000 
and $35,000 yearly. 

The federal programs coordinator, 
who may start work this month if ap- 
proved by the council, would continue 
in the capacity until June, according to 
Troutt ’s proposal. 

At that time his efforts and results 
would be reviewed and the city would 
decide whether to continue the 
program. 

Although the new department would 
require the expenditure of perhaps 
$35,000, Troutt insisted that sum would 
“probably return 200 times that 
amount” in federal funds to Romulus.

the southern fringes of Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport while the Wayne 
County Road Commission continues to 
search for the best way to get rid of 
them. 

Spokesmen for the Michigan 
Department of Natural Resources 
(DNR) and the road commission say 
the most likely solution will be to allow 
carefully selected group of skilled 
hunters, probably airport or road 
commission employes, to hunt the deer 

Louis J Sugo, public relations official 
for the road commission, said hundreds 
of hunters have called and offered to 
help hunt the deer but that it would be 
unsafe to open the area for public 
huting. 

“IF WE OPENED it to the public, 
how could we control it?” he asked. 
“We will probably have to stay away 
from hunting for the sport of it.” 

Moreover, since the deer are on 
airport property, any hunters would 
have to meet security requirements. 

The deer apparently moved into the 
area south of the airport, between 
North Line and Eureka roads, when the 
airport acquired the property, making 
it a haven from hunters and other 
predators. Abandoned farms and or- 
chards helped provide food and cover 
for the animals. 

When the area was fenced about a 
year ago, the deer were inside the 
fence. 

ALTHOUGH it was known that DNR 


runway in August 
Airport officials fear that deer could 
wander onto the runway in the path of 
planes Although a large plane might 
hit a deer in landing without harm to 
the plane, some officials feel that even 
one deer could cause damage if a plane 
were taking off, particularly if the 
plane was small. 

Sugo said both the DNR and the 
Michigan Humane Society have been 
consulted in the hope of finding a way to 


ience the deer out or move them to 
another location. However, each 
a^ernative has been ruled out after, 
c >nsi deration. 

Tranquilizing guns are considered 
impractical because they require a 
rangeof less than 100 feet for accuracy. 
Drugged food was ruled out because of 
the probability of overdosing and the 
difficulty of trying to save the deer by 
administering an antidote. 

EVEN IF otherwise acceptable, 
these solutions would still leave the 
problem of finding a place to move the

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deer, as would the suggestion to have 
people drive the deer into a confined 
area. 

One wildlue expert suggested that, 
although deer could easily jump an 8- 
foot fence, they w f ould not jump such a 
fence if it was tilted, and that such 
fences could be used to keep them off 
runways. 

However, the cost of fencing miles of 
runways would be great. 

In addition. Sugo said this plan might 
keep the deer off the rinw-ay, but it 
might transfer the problem to another 
area. • 

••IF YOU FENCE them out, where do 
they go but into people’s yards and onto 
the highways?” he said. 

“You read stories about deer and 
automobiles. The deer loses, but so does 
the automobile,” Sugo added. 

So far, the deer have stayed close to 
the wooded areas, but construction of a 
new runway nearby is causing them to 
move around more. 

If the restricted hunting plan goes 
into effect, a DNR official said, hunters 
will probably use shotguns fitted with 
deer barrels. He said these should not 
cause any danger to nearby residents. 

HE ADDED that destruction of the 
deer would be done over a period of 
months and would be closely super- 
vised by the DNR 

Although the DNR has already issued 
a permit to airport officials to destroy 
thedeer, Sugo said they are still open to 
suggestions if anyone has a better 
solution.

Dim city area 
to be lit soon 


Street lights are expected to go up 
soon along Beverly and Henry Ruff 
roads in Romulus in the wake of a 
disicion by W r ayne County to give the 
city $10,000 

The Wayne County Board of Com 
missioners gave its approval last week 
to a proposal to allocate the money to 
Romulus in lieu of making the county 
eligible to be assessed for the street 
light cost. 

The county owns about 400 acres of 
land in the Beverly-Ruff area and, 
although the city could not legally make 
it pay annual assessments on the land, 
the county was reportedly considering 
the possibility of giving Romulus 
permission to assess the land 
However, a $10,000 grant was given the 
citv instead 

Two subcommittees of the board of 
commissioners, the Public Works 
Committee and Ways and Means 
Committee, recommended that the 
board allocate the money. 

Without the grant, and had the countv 


refused to allow its land to be assessed 
for taxes, the lighting would have been 
too expensive to install, city officials 
said. 

If assessed at the standard rate of 23 
cents per foot, the county’s 400 acres 
would annually bring in about $650 to 
the city, an official estimated. The 
grant deposited in a bank, however, 
would earn sufficient interest to net the 
city considerably more than $650 
yearly, he added. 

Besides the county’s 400 acres and 
various properties owned by private 
homeowners in the area, the Beverly- 
Ruff locale includes about 20 acres of 
city land and another 20 acres 
belonging to the Romulus Community 
School District. The city, school district 
and other property owners will pay 
annual assessments on their land. 

The Beverly-Ruff area has been 
tabbed a “dumping ground" because 
several Detroit murder victims were 
found there in the last year. The area is 
remote and unlighted, and serves as an 
effective cover for would-be criminals.

CIDER TIME 


Students view milling process

It s apple cider time! 

An American tradition that goes with 
autumn as well as falling leaves and 
football games is that annual trip to the 
cider mill fer apple cider and fresh 
donuts. 

Chiming out the tasty liquid this 
year as every year is the South Huron 
Orchard in New Boston, owned by Bill 
Abdon and managed by his son-in-law, 
Charlie Grover 

THE PROCESS OF cider-making at 
the orchard, located at 38035 S Huron 
Rd. , two miles south of the City of New 
Boston, is a modern one utilizing 
stainless steel facilities The old water 
wheels displayed at some mills often 
are just fer show, Grover explained. 

“This is a modem cider mill,” Abdon 
added “Everything you touch is 
stainless steel People like something 
that is clean ” 


School children from all over the city 
bus their way to the mill daily for field 
trips that are conducted by Grover 
During the trip through the orchard and 
mill, he explains how the apples are 
growa picked and stored and made into 
cider. 

ACCORDING TO ABDON, who has 
owned the place for 24 years, it takes at 
least four or five different kinds of 
apples mixed together to make the best 
cider. Cidermadefrom only one kind of 
apple is not good and becomes insipid 
quickly, he added 

The different varieties of apples are 
first loaded into a basin at one end of 
the cider-making machine as the 
process begins These are rinsed with 
water dripping from a faucet to wet 
the apples for grinding, then 
automatically moved up a conveyor to 
the part of the machine that cuts and 
grinds them 

The result is apple mush that looks 
somewhat like lumpy applesauce This 


is poured by layers into '‘cheese^”, flat 
layers of the apple mixture wrapped in 
nylon doth. These layers are separated 
by wooded pieces and stacked up eight 
to 10 layers high The pressure of the 
layers on top of each other squeezes the 
juice out in a process that takes several 
hours. The juice that drips out is 
collected in a basin and piped through 
screens and strainers to eliminate 
seeds and skins 

The apple cider is piped right to 
faucets that can turn on a flow of 
freshly made cider 

SOUTH HURON Orchards makes 
cider nearly year-round as they need it 
Also sold at the mill b apple bread, 
made by Abdon himself, and donuts, 
honey, apples and the t lings that go 
with them

Chrysler Corp. has taken a 
new tack on recycling by 
putting scrap automotive 
interior trim material in the 
trunks of its 1975 compact 
cars. 

But it won’t look like trash. 
The material is shredded 
and impregnated with resin 
and used as new trunk mats. 

In the past, the material 
was hauled to the dump. 

Ford Motor Co. laid off 
mere than 1,000 workers 
indefinitely and another 
12,000 temporarily in an 


effort to combat rising costs. 

The company blamed the 
furloughs on slumping new 
car sales. 

Small car assembly plants 
at Dearborn and Metuchen, 
N.J., and San Jose, Calif., 
will suspend production for 
one week to help combat the 
declining sales. 

Mere than 4,950 Michigan 
men, all working at Dear- 
born, will be affected. 

Another 250 hourly em- 
ployes at the Rawsonville 
parts plant also will be laid 
off. 

The layoffs came shortly 
after the company an- 
nounced that it’s July- 
September earnings were 
down $47 million from l?st 
year. 

Chrysler Corp. and 
General Motors Corp. 
reported economic woes last 


week as their profits 
plunged. 

GM reported that its third- 
quarter earnings were $16 
million, down from $267 
million in 1973. 

Chrysler reported an $8 
million loss. 

GM is cutting 6,000 em- 
ployes next month and 
Chrysler laid off 620 workers 
and may consider shutting 


down one of its six assembly 
plants, a move which will 
idle another 6,000 workers.

budget 


A proposed 1974-75 
operating budget calling for 
expenditures of $7,975,000 
has received the unanimous 
approval of the Romulus 
Board of Education. 

TTie board adopted the 
proposed budget at its recent 
meeting after a public 
hearing conducted in the 
school district’s ad- 
ministrative offices. 

In presenting the 1974-75 
operating budget, Romulus 
School Supt. Robert L. 
McConeghy told the school 
board: “This is a balanced 
budget with estimated 
revenues and expenditures 
totaling $7,975,000, an in- 
crease of $579,000 over last 
year’s expenditures.” 

THE SUPERIN- 
TENDENT added that the 
increase is due primarily to 
salary and wage im- 
provements for all per- 
sonnel, plus “the added cost 
for goods and services which 
everyone is experiencing in 
today’s economy.” 

The approved budget 
includes expenditures for all 
programs carried on in the 
school district with the ex- 
ception of federal programs 
(Title I and Head Start). 
Revenues include a per* 
centage of the tax levy only 
and no federal funds are 
included. 

Estimated state aid for the 
1974-75 school year was 
reported in the budget at 
$2,190,000 which included 
both state and federal 
revenues. 

Estimated current tax 
collections, based on a 92.5 
per cent collection, was 
estimated at $5,226,000. 

THE SCHOOL district 
assesses an operation tax 
levy of 27.65 mills per $1,000 
of assessed state equalized 
property valuation. 

Trie special education tax 
(one mill per $1,000 of 
assessed property valuation) 
assessed by Wayne County 
Community College will 
bring the Romulus School 
District another $130,000 for 
special education programs, 
according to the new budget. 

The total special 
education expense for the 
district was set at $355,000 

Tbtal elementary school 
operating expenses for the 
1974-75 school year ending 
June 1975 is $2,525,000 and 
total operating expenses for 
the secondary grades Is 
$2,292,000

the county dotted with 
abandoned HUD homes. 

He added that there are 38 
homes in Romulus owned 
outright by HUD. Many 
more abandoned houses 
have paperwork pending 
which will make them HUD 
property. 

The Meadows contains 
about 400 houses, many of 
them occupied by low- 
income families. Troutt said 
at one time there were as 
many as 150 abandoned HUD 
houses there. 

Abandoning the houses is 
prevalent because the 
residents generally don’t 
own the home to begin with, 
Troutt added. Most are 
owned by HUD, which pays 
the rent for the tenants who 
qualify under federal 
guidelines. He indicated that 
there are over 8,000 such 
homes in the Detroit 
metropolitan area. Many of 
the empty Romulus houses 
are dilapidated, he said. 

“WE’VE HAD GOOD 
success with making the 
builder & back through 
these areas and fix up the 
houses,” Troutt added. “But 
the city is starting to take 
action itself to tear the bad 
ones down.” 

He said most construction 
of cheaply-built homes in the 
city has stopped, primarily 
due to the tighter en- 
forcement of the city’s 
building codes. Many of the 
abandoned homes, and 
some that are presently 
being lived in, are not up to 
standards, he added.

Romulus residents can 
now expect to have their 
rubbish picked up regularly 
even if it is not packaged 
according to contract But it 
is costing the city an ad- 
ditional $600 a week. 

On the recommendation of 
Mayor Terry L. Troutt the 
Romulus City Council has 
unanimously approved a 10 
cent per unit increase in 
payment to American 
Rubbish Disposal, the 
Plymouth company that 
collects the city's rubbish. 

The increase, effective 
since Nov. 1, means that the 
company will receive 48 
cents per unit instead of the 
38 cents specified under the 
3-year contact effective 
since June 1972. 

“1 AM NOT saying that 
this guy is a real hot-shot 
rubbish picker,” Troutt said. 
“But you should see the way 
people pile the rubbish out 
there. I think the increase is 
justified.” 

Troutt added he hopes the 
Increase will bring about at 
least a temporary truce 
between irate residents and 
the trash collectors. 

Hie company had com- 
plained Improperly packed 
rubbish was costing them 
time and money. 

Residents, In turn, com- 
plained their trash cans were 
damaged by collectors. 

TROUTT SAID he had 
someone follow the garbage 
truck on its rounds. They 
reported between 800 and 
1,000 violations of packaging 
rules, using "everything 
from paper bags to card- 
board boxes.” 

When the company refused 
to pick up inadequately 
packaged rubbish, city hall 
received 550 complaints 
from residents, the Mayor 
continued. 

A letter from American 
Rubbish Disposal asked for 
the increase, in return for 
which the company agreed 
to continue trying to handle 
the rubbish on schedule

while hoping that the city 
would follow through on 
complaints. 

TTie letter stressed that 
operating costs, including 
fuel and equipment, have 
gone up at least 50 per cent in 
the last year alone and that 
the increase would not help 
them recoup past losses, but 
was necessary in order for 
them to continue. 

RESPONDING TO 
complaints about damaged 
cans, the letter said it has 
always been company policy 
to replace such cans when 
complaints are valid. 

Troutt said the city would 
follow up reports of 


packaging violations. 

“The same people are 
causing trouble week after 
week,” he maintained. “We 
are personally going to send 
somebody to call on those 
people and tell them to 
straighten up." 

With the increase, 
Romulus will be paying the 
contractor about $2,800 a 
week. The contract runs 
until June 1, 1975. 

ACCORDING TO 
TROUTT, when a new 
contract is negotiated the 
city can expect to pay 70 
cents per unit or more 
because of rising costs to the 
contractor for performing 


such a service 

The current contract 
specifies the following 
requirements for acceptable 
rubbish: 

—It should be at or near 
the street line or curb. 

—It should be in sealed 
plastic bags or metal or 
plastic containers not ex- 
ceeding 30 gallons or 60 
pounds 

—ANY BOXES should be 
of sufficient durability to 
hold the contents when lifted. 

—Branches or cut tree 
materials should be tied 
together. 

—It can include furniture, 
appliances or business 
equipment not exceeding 5V* 
feet in any dimension or 175 
pounds in weight. 

—It should not include 
industrial plant refuse, dead 
animals, decaying matter, 
broken concrete or tree 
stumps.

Trash fish make good eating 


Michigan’s trash fish — carp, suckers 
and bullheads — are the victims of bad 
public relations, according to Gov. 
MiDiken, who feels these fish could 
make good, inexpensive eating. 

By eating carp and suckers, instead 
of trout and perch, MiDiken feels that 
the state’s large fish- eating population 
can accomplish two positive things. 

They can save money because these 
fish are cheaper than the more popular 
sports fish, such as trout, perch and 
pike 

AND BY eating “carp cakes and 
sucker sandwiches” the unemployed in 
the state can be given jobs. 

Milliken’s idea, which was inspired 
by fishery experts from Michigan State 
University (MSU) is to develop an 
industry in the Upper Peninsula which 
would be centered around the catching, 
processing and marketing of non -sport 
fish, such as carp and suckers. 

To discover whether such an industry 
would be feasible and whether there 
would be a market for that type of fish 
product, the federal Upper Great Lakes 
Regional Commission approved a

$100,000 for a 2-year study. 

MSU fishery experts would dev elop a 
complete program for the establish- 
ment of the new r commercial fishing 
venture, according to the study plan. 

THE GOVERNOR'S plan calls for the 
processing plant to be located at the 
Bay Mills Indian Reservation on 
Whitefish Bay in the Upper Peninsula, 
where unemployment is reported as 
being high and where the Indians are 
coming under increasing attack from 
the State Department of Natural 
Resources for fishing commercially 
without a license. 

While determining the number and 
location of the trash fish, the fish ex- 
perts and food processing scientists 


from MSU will work on developing 
specific food products from the fish. 

For example, the scientists would 
take carp and experiment with ways to 
make fish sticks or cakes from the 
deboned and minced fish. Other 
possibilities such as carp sausages and 
canned fish would be explored. 

Another phase of the study would 
include a comprehensive investigation 
of consumer acceptability of the new 
fish prQducts; the evaluation of com- 
mercial and institutional markets and 
the establishment of foreign markets. 

FOR THOSE who might scoff the idea 
of eating fish which traditionally have 
been undesirable. Alex Laggis of the 
State Department of Commerce said: 
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“The fish you’re eating today — for 
the most part those which come in from 
the East Coast— a re no be tier than the 
suckers and the carp ” 

Laggis, who is Michigan’s full-time 
representative on the Upper Great 
Lakes Regional Commission, said the 
ocean, trash fish are ground up, made 
into a mash and then made into fish 
sticks and other fish products which 
grace Michigan tables everyday 
Why should the state’s consumers 
pay more for the fish from the Atlantic 
and Pacific Oceans, when they could 
get them cheaper from Michigan? 
Laggis asks. 

“WE OUGHT to be buying these fish 
locally especially since the commercial

fishermen are being driven out of 
business by the new regulations," 
Laggis said 

He was making reference to the new 
commercial fishing rules adopted by 
the State Department of Natural 
Resources which ban commercial 
fishermen from using large mesh gill 
npts. 

The state is forcing the fishermen 
using gill nets to convert to a more 
costly method which requires the 
construction of new boats and new 
fishing gear. Many commercial 
fishermen havesaid that because of the 
scarcity of materials the new rules will, 
in essence, force them out of business. 

Along with helping these fishermen. 


approximately 40 to 50 Bay Mills In- 
dians would be employed once the 
processing plant was put in operation 
Laggis said. 

FOR CONSTRUCTION of the 
processing plant, the state is seeking an 
W00, 000 grant from the federal 
Economic Development Ad- 
ministration MSU also has agreed to 
contribute $32000 to the first phases of 
the project. 

According to Laggis’ concept of the 
new fishing industry, trash fish from 
waters throughout the state could be 
shipped to the U.P. for processing. 

This would include the fish from both 
the inland and Great Lakes. 

Optimistic a bout the prospects for the 
project, Laggis said one of the biggest 
lurdles will be “to sell people on the 
idea of eating fishsticks made out of 
suckers and carp.” 

Once that is done, he added: “We will 
have transformed trashfishfrom being 
one hell of a problem to an economic 
asset."

It's one and the same 

Economy: prospers or fails as unit

The newsletter reads: “There’s hefty 
opposition in Congress to anything 


helpful to business without helping 
plain people." 

It’s a reputable newsletter and I have 
no doubt the report is correct But it 
started me wondering, as such reports 
usually do. How did we fall into this 


trap of assuming that whatever helps 
business hurts “plain people,” and vice 
versa? 

It’s almost as though we were talking 
about two entirely separate worlds, 
rather than one and the same economy, 
which prospers or fails as a unit. 

What, after all, is business? 

It’s the store you own, or the com- 
pany that pays your salary, or the 
stocks and bonds that feed your pension 
fund and your insurance policies, or the 
compamesand their employes that pay 
the taxes that pay your salary. 

The health of business affects 
everything. Even the great, non-profit 
philanthropicloundationsarein trouble 
today because their investments are 
losing value as the stockmarket sags. 
That, in turn, hurts the charities and 
cultural institutions they once sup- 
ported Many of the big privately en- 
dowed universities are caught in the 
same pinch 

When business is off, people worry. 
When the stock market falls, people 
worry. When workers are laid off, 
people worry. 

You would think, then, that steps to 
reverse these worrisome declines 
would be welcome. On the contrary! 
Just let some businessman or politician 
hint that something should be done to 
aid business, and he immediately 


what helps American business in 
general is good for the economy, and 
everyone benefits from a healthy 
economy. 

But the' possibilities of taking that 
remark out of context were too temp- 
ting to ignore. So, instead of in- 
terpreting the statement correctly, the 
major news media cooperated with the 
demagagues to make .a 
laughingstock of the unfortunate man. 

Dictators often find it useful to 
becomes the target of every 
demagogue in the land 

Remember when a president of 
General Motors said : “What’s good for 
General Motors is good for the U.S." 

What he meant, of course, is that 
conjure up a foreign “enemy" to 
distract the attention of their people 
from the effects of their own 
misgovernment In our society, the fear 
of “big business’’ is being used in much 
the same way by politicians who favor 
more state control over the economy; 
that is, less economic freedom for the 
individual.

In the 
case of business, that function is 
providing goods and services to the 
consumer 


If you want to know which way things 
really are going, don’t be distracted by 
the current profits of Exxon — or any 
other transitory and isolated bit of data 
Instead, take a look at the big picture. 
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But largely ignored 


Speed limit fiasco foreseen

The state police can only patrol a small portion of the state's highway system 

at any one time. 


TTiere are several people in Lansing 
who could be standing up and shouting, 
"I told you so,” as they witness the 
increasing difficulty the state is 
having enforcing a 55-mile-per-hour 
speed limit on interstate highways. 

They told legislators last winter they 
were going a bout reducing the limit the 
wrong way, but few would listen to 
them 

Now, Gov. William G. Milliken has 
asked the legislature to make the law 
more enforceable by stiffening the 
penalty. And he has tdd Stale Police 
Director Col. George L Halverson to 
step up highway patrols 

THE PROBLEM has several facets 
First of all, 55 miles -per- hour is an 
unnaturally slow speed on interestate 
highways. They are engineered to 
carry traffic safely at a higher speed 
than that. 

Now that the price of gasoline has 
dropped slightly and there have been 


reports of old fashioned gas wars it’s 
hard for the aver age driver to seriously 
consider talk of potential shortages 
After all. no gas stations are running 
out So the necessity of driving slower 
to save gasoline isn’t so clear 

Secondly, when the legislature 
passed the new' limit, it decided not to 
impose penalty points for drivers who 
violated the new limit but stayed within 
the old limit If you W'ere willing to pay 
fines, you could drive 70 forever and 
never iose your drivers license. 

The approach drew cries of protest 
from the two men charged with en- 


forcing traffic laws - Secretary’ of State 
Richard Austin and former State Police 
Director John Plants. Either give us 
penalties to use in enforcing the law or 
don’t change it. they said 

BUT THEIR pleas fell on deaf ears of 
legislators who wanted to have their 
cake and eat it too - lower the limit' to 
save gasoline and federal highway 
funds but not add a penalty strong 
enough to make it enforceable 

Thirdly, there is the tact the state 
police can only patrol a small portion of 
the state’s highway system at any one 


time. This has resulted in a belief the 
law isn’t being enforced at all, but 
figures released by the state police 
show' they have made 1 15 per cent more 
arrests on interstate highways since the 
law' was changed than before. But when 
over half of t he thousands of people who 
drive the interstates every day are 
violating the limit, there is no way it 
can be enforced, short of calling up the 
national guard and putting a guards- 
man along every mile of road. 

When Halverson suggested in August 
that the speed limit might be raised 


somewhat, he w-as the subject of 
criticism from a wide number of 
sources. Yet all Halverson said was 
that the current situation was im- 
possible It was something his 
predecessor and Austin has warned 
would happen. 

The rationale for retaining the 
lowered limit has been that it saved 
lives as well as gasoline and should be 
retained even if gasoline was more 
plentiful But state police statistics and 
safety group statistics indicate other 
factors, mainly the sagging economy,

had much more to do with saving lives 
than the lowered speed limit 

IRONICALLY, at the same time 
Congress was patting itself on the back 
for saving lives by keeping a lowered 
speed limit, it was passing a new law 
voiding the seat belt interlock, even 
though seat belts if universally used 
would save far more lives than those 
supposedly saved by the lowered speed 
limit 

Unfortunately, that’s what happens 
too often when politicians, people whose 
main ability lies in glad-handing 
constituents, have to make decisions in 
highly technical areas. Especially 
when they ignore the experts, and in- 
stead make their decision based on 
political expediency, worrying more 
about covering their political behind 
than about figuring out what is really 
the best, most effective approach.

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Over code mandate 


State may end up in court 


Mounting protest among 
Michigan cities reportedly 
being forced to adopt state- 
mandated building codes 
which are less stringent than 
their own is prompting some 
to take the issue to court. 

The City of Romulus has 
been asked by the City of 
Warren to join in a lawsuit 
against the state to protest 
state building codes which 
become effective today. 

According to critics of the 
new requirement, including 


Romulus officials, the codes 
will loosen many cities’ 
strict building regulations 
and cause a decline in 
building quality. In addition, 
they contend, home rule 
cities should be able to set 
their own course of action in 
terms of building rules. 

The controversy began 
brewing several months ago 
when Michigan 
municipalities learned they 
would have to adopt, by Nov. 
6, one of five state and 


federally - approved building 
codes designed to bring 
uniformity to Michigan 
construction efforts. 

One of the codes, called the 
Building Officials and Code 
Administrators (BOCA) 
International code, is 
regarded as the strictest of 
the five and was adopted by 
many cities, including 
Romulus. Romulus officials 
maintain that their own 
codes were stricter than 
BOCA, and vowed to draft 


several amendments to 
tighten up their use of BOCA . 

The amendments were 
expected to be drafted and 
adopted by today, when they 


must be presented to state 
officials. 

The state now will have 60 
days to approve or reject the 
Romulus amendments.

The examiner said the 
woman had been dead for at 
least a few days and may 
have been killed shortly 
after her disappearance six 
days earlier. 

State policesaid the victim 
was last seen about midnight 
Friday when she left a 
Southgate bar with an 
unknown man. The police 
said they have not been able 
to identify the man or 
establish a motive for the 
killing.

PCHA overcomes crisis to name hospital 


After a bit of a public 
relation crisis, the Peoples 
Community Hospital 
Authority (PCHA) has a name 
fcr its new hospital in Taylor. 

The PCHA Board of 
Directors named the facility 
Heritage Hospital after a 
group of Taylor residents 
attempted to petition the 
board to name the facility 
after Dr Robert L. Marshall, 
DO., who perished in a 
skindiving mishap off of 
Gaum less than three weeks 
ago 

A group of dignataries from 
the community, including its 
chief of police, sparked a 
controversy within the board 
by presenting it with more 
than 9,000 signatures asking 
that the hospital be named 
after the osteopath who 
practiced at the authority’s 
Seaway Hospital in Trenton 
ALEXANDER PAPP. a 
former Taylor township 
supervisor, led the fight for 
the name because "the 9,000 
signatures come from citizens 
of all communities in the 
PCHA, people who contribute 
millage to the support of the 
authority.” 

Papp claimed the com- 
mittee of Taylor citizens 
obtained the signatures in 
“lessthana week’swork" and 
asked the board to delay the 
decision which was tabled last 
month to “give them more 
time to gain community 
supporL” 

Wayne Mayor Patrick 
Norton, who heads the 
PCHA’s community relations 
committee which is charged 
with picking names for the 
facility, said: "While the 
PCHA should recognize the 
efforts of the citizens who 
signed these petitions, it 
would be a break in tradition 
to name the hospital after a 
person. 

"I have had requests to

Sheriff warns stores 
of phony check ring 


Businessmen in Romulus 
and other Wayne County 
communities are urged to be 
extra cautious when cashing 
customers’ personal and 
payroll checks, since the 
discovery of a phony check 
ring operating in the area 

Wayne County Sheriff’s 
Department detectives last 
week arrested five persons in 
Romulus in connection with 
the manufacturing and 


passing of illegally produced 
checks, to bring the arrest 
total to nine since detectives 
entered the case Sept. 16 

Detectives are also in- 
vestigating a case involving 
stolen checks from Romulus 
which are being passed in 
Wayne, Inkster, Westland and 
Wvandotte 

•BUSINESSMEN are 
getting hooked and we want to 
wamthem about it, ’ * said Det 
John Johnson of the Sheriff 


Department’s Romulus 
Bureau "Before cashing a 
check, the store owner or bar 
owner or other businessman 
should call the company the 
check is wTitten on, or if it’s a 
personal check call the person 
the check is written on." 

John said the bad check 
ring, which may include more 
than the nine arrested per- 
sons, apparently began 
operating in the area about 
two months ago 


He said the printing of 
phony company checks in a 
popular trick of the ring 
members, but the printing of 
blank personal checks is the 
most prevalent activity. A 
typical move by the forgers 
would be to cash a phony $150 
to $200 check at a grocery 
store while making a grocery 
purchase. 

Johnson said the average 
fake personal check cashed is 
$175.

FANCY TWIST — Simple ways of making fancy breads can 
include frozen bread dough that can be braided, knotted to 
form snail rolls, or combined for a different taste. With a 
dash of oil or egg wash even the most inexperienced baker 
can reproduce glazed rolls and bread cheaper than their 
mass-produced relatives. 

Frozen dough 
has new twist 


Braided breads, snail dinner 
rolls and combination bread 
are easy to make with the new- 
frozen bread doughs now- 
available. Better yet, such 
home-baked specialties are 
usually far less expensive 
than purchased baked goods— 
a plus for the homemaker 
faced with rising food costs. 
The makers of frozen bread 
doughs developed these 
simple instructions for 
making attractively shaped 
and glazed breads The bread 
dough is available in the 
frozen food case of leading 
food stores. 

BRAIDED BREAD 
Thaw a 1 -pound loaf of white 
or honey wheat bread dough, 
well wrapped, in refrigerator 
overnight. In the morning, let 
dough warm to room tem- 
perature Cut lengthwise into 3 
equal pieces; roll each piece 
into a long tapered cylinder 
Lightly grease a cookie sheet 
and place three strips of dough 
parallel on it; braid strips 
together and pinch ends to 
seal Brush loaf lightly with 
salad oil and let rise until 
double in size Preheat oven to 
375 degrees Brush loaf with 
egg wash (one egg lightly 
beaten with two tablespoons 
water) and sprinkle top with 


sesame or poppy seeds Bake 
about 30 minutes or until 
bread is golden brown and 
sounds hollow when tapped on 
top and bottom. Cool on wire 
rack 

SNAIL ROLLS 
Follow thawing directions in 
recipe above Break off small 
lumps of dough and roll into 
pencil-shaped cylinders. 
Form each cylinder into a half 
knot and place on lightly 
greased cookie sheet Brush 
lightly with oil and let rise 
until doubled Bake in a 
preheated 375 degree oven for 
20 minutes or until golden 
brown Cool on rack 

COMBINATION BREAD 
Thaw one loaf each white 
and honey wheat bread 
doughs and warm to room 
temperature Cut each loaf 
lengthwise into 4 equal strips 
Lightly grease two 8‘ 2 -by 4‘*- 
by 2‘ 2 -inch bread pans In 
each pan, place side by side a 
strip of honey wheat dough, a 
strip of white dough, and a 
strip of honey wheat dough 
Place another strip of white 
dough on top Brush loaves 
with oil and let rise until 
doubled Bake in a preheated 
375 degree oven about 30 
minutes Remove from pans 
and cool on racks Makes two 
loaves.

Stir in 
enough remaining flour to 
make a soft dough. 

Turn onto lightly floured 
surface; knead 8-10 minutes 
or until smooth and satiny. 
Place in buttered bowl, 
turning once to butter top. 
Cover bowl. Let rise on rack 
over hot water until doubled, 
(about 1-1 Vi hours. Punch 
down; turn out onto lightly 
floured surface. Cover and 
let rest 10 minutes. 

Divide dough in half to 
make 2 breads. 

To prepare tea ring: Roll 
dough into 18 -by 7 -inch 
rectangle. Spread with 
softened butter. Mix sugar, 
raisins, and cinnamon; 
sprinkle over dough. Roll up 
tightly, beginning at wide 
side. Seal well by pinching 
edges of roll together. Place 
sealed-edge down in ring on 
lightly buttered baking 
sheet. Join ends of ring; seal. 
With scissors, make cuts 
two-thirds of the way 
through the ring at 1-inch 
intervals. Turn each section 
on its side. Cover; let rise on 
rack over hot water until 
double in bulk ( 35-40 
minutes). 

Brush with egg wash made 
by mixing 1 egg and 1 
tablespoon water. Bake in 
pre-heated 350 -degree oven, 
20-25 minutes. Remove to 
wire rack to cool. Frost while 
warm with confectioners 
frosting. 

To prepare frosting: mix 
confectioners sugar with 
milk until of thin enough 
consistency to drizzle over 
bread. Decorate with pecans 
and candied cherries, if 
desired. 

To prepare braid: Roll 
dough into 18 -by 7 -inch 
rectangle. Place on lightly 
buttered baking sheet. 
Combine aprieot filling, 
almonds and almond ex- 
tract; spread lengthwise 
down center third of rec- 
tangle. Cut 1-inch wide strips 
along both sides of filling 
cutting from filling out to 
edges of dough Fold stripes 
at an angle across filling, 
alternating f rom side toside. 

Cover; let rise on rack 
over hot water until double in 
bulk (35-40 minutes). Brush 
with egg wash. Bake in 
preheated 350-degree oven 
20-25 minutes. Remove to 
wire rack to cool. Frost while 
warm with confectioners 
frosting. Yields two breads

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Crabgrass won't win battle 


if early measures are taken 


As autumn progresses, 
crabgrass sheds its seeds to 
outwait winter and sprout all 
over lawns in Western 
Wayne County in the spring. 
New, not next spring, is the 
time for the homeowner to 
gird his loins and do battle 
with the insidious plant. 

A good lawnseed mixture 
of "cool-weather” species 
like Kentucky bluegrass, 
fine fescue, perennial 
rey grass or bentgrass will 


get in a lot of growth still this 
autumn, to say nothing of 
expanding intermittently 
through winter and 
vigorously again in early 
spring. 

Hie lawn can be so thick 
come crabgrass time, when 
soil warms above 60 degrees, 
that the crabgrass will stand 
little chance, even if its 
carry-over seed is abundant 
in the soil. 

Oabgrass detests shade. 


It does not invade under 
trees or grow in the shadow 
of buildings. Nor will it 
become a pest in tail-mowed 
perennial sod of species such 
as those named. It makes 
particular sense to bolster 
scrawny lawns at this time of 
year with dense, low- 
growing lawngrasses. 

Obviously, then, ecology is 
on your side. Many months 
of good growing weather lie 
ahead far the top turfgrasses 


while crabgrass destiny is to 
lie dormant. Lawnseed, well 
sown now, gives you the 
upper hand. 

Scratch away duff which 
might impede seed from 
contacting soil. Seed cannot 
sprout perched on top of a 
layer of thatch. Gusto at the 
end of a rake suffices to 
scratch thatch out of a small 
lawn, but powered turf 
thimers, which can often be 
rented, are much less 


laborious. 

Scalping the lawn by 
mowing it especially low 
makes thinning easier. 
Whatever the means chosen 
to set back competing old 
vegetation, be sure to cut all 
the way into the soil, making 
scratches in which the new 
seed can find a home 

Lawnseed so planted has a 
much better chance than if 
simply scattered over 
thatchy old turf. 


From winter sunscald 


Saplings require protection 


Now is the time to protect 
young trees fron winter 
sunscald, according to 
forestry experts. 

"Sunscald is a condition 
caused by abrupt tem- 
perature changes in late 
winter or early spring,” said 
Dr. Melvin Koelling, ex- 
tension forestry specialist at 
Michigan State University. 

“On bright days in late 
wirier the heat of the sun’s 


rays can cause temperatures 
to be several degrees higher 
on the south or southwest 
side of the trunk than on the 
north side where the sun’s 
rays don’t reach during 
winter. When this happens, 
the cells in the food con- 
ducting tissue of the inner 
bark are killed in the heated 
area of the trunk. Several 
months later the bark splits 
open in cankers, revealing 
tissue killed the previous 


winter,” Koelling explained. 

The specialist said young 
trees with thin bark, such as 
sugar, Norway and red 
maples, honey lucust, horse 
chestnut and basswood, are 
most susceptible. 

Once a tree has been 
damaged by sunscald, ft 
should be treated properly or 
the amount of ipjiry may 
increase in subsequent 
years, causing diminished 
vigor or death of the tree.

As with many problems, 
prevention is the best 
medicine. 

Koelling suggests wrap- 
ping the trunks of suscep- 
tible young trees with a 
commercial wrapping paper 
for two or tlree years. After 
that their bark should be 
thick enough to offer natural 
protection. Appropriate 
wrapping paper can usually 
be purchased at local nur- 
series or lawn and garden 
supply stores. 

All loose bark should be 
removed from the wound 


area of affected trees and 
the upper and lower ends of 
the wound shaped to a point, 
like a football, to facilitate 
healing. After shaping, the 
exposed area should be 
treated with a tree wound 
dressing and the entire area 
wrapped. 

“The wrapping should be 
kept on for two or three 
years to allow the wound 
timetoclose,” Koelling said. 
“And badly injured trees 
should be fertilized to en- 
courage new growth.” 


Indoor herbs 


brighten meals 


Make meals a little more interesting this winter with 
herbs from your own indoor herb garden. 

Most herbs don’t need any special treatment and care for 
them should be like any other houseplant, keeping in mind 
that plants like chives, that are cut often, need more frequent 
fertilization. 

The easiest herbs for beginning herb gardeners are basil, 
chives, parsley, sweet marjoram and rosemary, according to 
the specialists. 

Mint, chives and rosemary are perennial plants — they 
continue to grow year after year. The others are annuals — 
they complete their life cycle in one growing season and must 
be planted again each year. 

When you harvest your indoor garden depends on the herbs 
you’ve chosen. You can snip leaves from parsley and chives 
as soon as the plants have grown a good number. Rosemary 
is harvested at full bloom; basil, sweet marjoram and mint 
are best harvested before they bloom. 

To dry these herbs for later use, tie them loosely in bunches 
and hang them in a ventilated, dust-free room. Or spread 
them loosely in a frame of clean hardware cloth, screening or 
cheesecloth. You can alsodrv the leaves on flat trays.

offer fall chore tips 


Horticulturists in 
Michigan suggest that the 
following lawn and garden 
chores are timely now: 

— After the ground 
freezes, cover and protect 
roses, perennials, bulbs and 
strawberry plants with a 
thick layer of mulch. 

—Finish cleaning out dead 
or diseased plants in the 
garden. 

— CLEAN UP win- 
dowboxes and outdoor 
planters. Fill them with 
evergreen primings. 

— Fertilize houseplants 
once a month 

—Continue to improve soil 
by adding organic matter. 
Where annuals or vegetables 
grew, add lime, a complete 
fertilizer and organic 
matter. Spade or plow and 
leave in a rough condition 
over winter. 

— Rake leaves as they 
accumulate and add them to 
your compost pile. 

— STAKE AND TIE newly 
planted trees and other 
plants that may whip in the 
wind. 


— Remove bagworms 
from shrubs and evergreens 
and destroy them 


—Remove dead, broken or 
diseased branches from 
trees and shrubs.
